T KAMAKURA you can find «

Emperor 
after Emperor and Shogun after Shogun 
vied’ with each other in building, en- 
dowing and embellishing temples of all 
the eight sects of Buddhism and Kam- 
akura became filled with porches, 
pagodas, hexagons, bell houses; in fact, 
it was the home of Buddhism in Asia. 


Yirst I must state with positiveness 
that Buddhism forbids “Joshi” but 
the teachers of the great god of Kama- 
kura give it a new meaning. “Joshi” is 
double suicide.
